MONEY SAVING TIPS 

Due to the nature of CD technology, the unit uses power even whon tho 
unit is off. To extend the batteries' life, use the adapter for indoor opera- 
tion or where power <s supplied. Use the battery operation only when the 
unit is in mobile. 



The Dynamic Bass Boost System(DBBS) enhances the low frequency(Bass) 
response of the output. Set the Volume to low listening level and press DBBS 
swuch in the direction of the arrow to turn th« function ON. 

Note; Some CDs with DBBS may exceed the bass response capacity and 
can cause distortion. To avoid this, do not play DBBS *i high volume. 
Playing DBBS n high volume may cause damage to the headphone and 
more importantly, to your hearing. 



This HOLD function prevents any unwanted function changes during PLAY 
or STOP mode. Slide HOLD switch to the arrow direction (or opposite) to 
turn the function ON (OFF). No other function buttons operate on HOLD 
mode, except D8BS function button. 

CAUTION 

Hearing experts advise against the constant use of personal stereos played 
at high volume. Constant high volume use can lead lo hearing loss. If you

HANDLING DISCS 



To remove the disc from its storage case, press down on the center of 
the case and Mt the d.sc out. Hold it carefully by the edges as shown 
below.
